fire 


broke out in the oilices over the oast 
end of the depot building of the South- 
ern Pacific company in this city at 8:20 
this eveitingi and before the flames could 
be brought ua<i«r control a large part of 
the roof of that section of the building 
was destroyed nud tho upper part of 
the building gutted, causing damage es- 
timated at about $:t(H)0. 


The tire quickly spread to the north- 


ward until it reached a point over the 
oftlooa of Wells, Fargo and Company, 
but the merchandise and goods in tran- 
sit sustained no serious injury beyond 
11ie heavy wetting of some of t .a ar- 
ticles received. 


The fire department responded quick- 


ly to thn alarm and soon had the blaze 
under control. The fire department ro>- 
ri-i'red great praise for efficiency in this 
ease, working valiantly and accomplish- 
ing their object in saving the rest of tho 
liiiiKling. 
A general alarm was souud- 


ed and the entire tire department ~ was 
on the ground. 


One of the exeiting happenings was 


ihe attempt of seven firemen to earn* .1 
line of hose around the south end of the 
building in order to make an attack 
from the most advantageous position on 
the north side <ftf tho structure. 


The railroad companies fire corps, us- 


ing the railroad power pumps and tank 
on tlie track engine, had two streams 
playing on the fire but they proved to 
be entirely inadequate. In "a few min- 
ules niorfi the flames would have gain 
ed such headway that they would hnv 
menaced the entire depot. 'Realizing th 
Hunger, the firemen attempted to doubl 
the corner but three times they wer 
driven back by the sickening smoke tha 
i-iirno from under the floor of the build 
ing. At last they succeeded in their ef 
fort, carrying their point by a hnr< 
.-tniggle and the deluge of water tha 
they poured upon the blazing timbers 
almost instantly showed effect. 


Another copious stream was taken bj 


nn engine from China slough and this 
further helped, to check the conflagration 
and in about forty minutes the fire was 
under control.

ing premises to guard against the possi- 
bility of a blaze breaking out among 
the shingles or in any other unexpected 
j>)nrp.

made public until today. Perhaps the in- 
erest isvthe new compact between the 
great naval power of the old world and 
he youngest of the great powers which 
ins jumped into prominence as a result 
>f the war with Russia, lias, been im- 
measurably added to, in London, by 
he full realization that by its means 
ireat Britain is in a position to bid 
etlanee to her old antagonist on the 
ndian frontier. 


Lord Lansdowne's 'letter to the Brit- 


sh ambassador at St. Petersburg, made 
lublic simultaneously with the treaty, 
has created much favorable comment. 
Considering the delicacy of the situation 
and the strong possibility that the of- 
fensive and defensive alliance of Great 
Britain with the Japanese might reas- 
onably cause the Russian emperor more 
than annoyance, it is conceded that Lord 
Lansdowno couched the announcement of 
its negotiation in more than usually 
diplomatic terms':

ment had already been forecasted in the 
Associated Press dispatches from London 
and Paris. 
The articles of the official

statements made by Major Louis L. Sea- 
man, of^Nevr York, in utterances con-; 
trasting the results obtair i>d during the 
Russo-Japanese war by the Japanese 
medical officers with the medical history 
of the Spanish-American war and the 
Philippine insurrection, was the feature 
of the opening day of the fourteenth 
convention of the association of military 
surgeons of the United 
States. 
Dr. 


Stokes sharply challenged the accuracy 
of a number of Major Seaman's state- 
ments and statistics. Dr. Stokes quoted 
Dr. Seaman as stating that for a cam- 
paign lasting six weeks during the Span- 
ish war the proportional battle casual- 
ties to those of disease were one to four- 
teen. Then he quoted the report of sec- 
retary of war for 1806, showing that this 
proportion was one to one-half . "Dr. 
Seaman makes the proportion of battle 
casualties in the 'civil war, one to five, 
continued Dr. Stokes, while.the propor- 
tion as shown by the medical and sur- 
gical history of the rebellion was one 
to two." 


Dr. Stokes then quoted Dr. Seaman as 


saying before the military affairs com- 
mittee of the house of representatives 
that Beri-Beri is almost unknown in 
the Japanese army. 


"On the contrary," said lie, "it is

TEXT Or THE DOCUMEHT AT LAST 


PUBLISHED, 


Its Provisions Art Believed to Here 


Hastened Conclusion of Peace 


At Portsmouth. 


LOXDOX, Sept. 26. 8:13 p. m.—The 


text of 'the Anglo-Japanese treaty sign- 
ed August 12th was issued from th» 
foreign office this evening, together with 
a dispatch to the British ambassador at 
St. Petersburg forwarding a copy of the 
agreement, with instructions to com- 
municate it to the Russian government 
at the earlics opportunity. 


The treaty contains eight clauses and 
a lonjr preamble. The latter states that 


I the object of the treaty, is the mainten- 
ance of the general peace in Asia and 
India and the preservation of the inter- 
ests of all the powers in China by insur- 


I ing. the integrity of China and the prin- 
! ciple If equal opportunity to the cx>m- 
i merco of all nations, the maintenance 
i of the territorial rights of Great Brit- 
ain and Japan in Eastern Asia and In- 
dia and the defense of their special in- 
terests therein. 


The text of the treaty follow*: 
Article 
1.—The

control and protection of Korea as she 
may deem proper and necessary to safe- 
guard and advance these interests, pro- 
viding the measures are not-contrary 
to the principle'of equal opportunity for 
all commerce.
